rs DAY a nation cannot consider itsel’ in 

a state.of preparedness for war unless 

it has planned the mobolization of its 
industries along the same lines as that of its army 
and navy. Before the present colossal conflict 
taught us the meaning of shell power, armies and 
money suffices for the conduct of a successful 
campaign. We still nee armies and money, but 
unless we have behind the trenches an organi- 
zation capable of producing sufficient armament 
and ammunition to satisfy the staggering demands 
of our gunners and riflemen, neither troops nor 
treasury can assure the national defense.” 
Thus M, Albert Thomas, Under Secretary of 
State for Artillery and Munitions, summarized the 
cause which led the French Government to make 
him master of the forges of France. 
“Any country,” he continued, replying more spe- 
cifically to my question as to whether, in his 
estimation, the United States should forthwith 
consider wars and means for placing its industries 
under Government control in the event of war, 
“any country which has not developed a system 
whereby its industrial strength becomes as active 
a factor in opposing the enemy as its land and 
sea forces, stands to lose many valuable months 
after hostilities begin in improvising such a sys- 
tem.

King of Greece 


Now a Dictator | 


HIS HOYAL WILL, 

Clevelaid Plain Dealer: Constantine I, King 
of Greece, is a King who rules as well as reigns. 
He has set his royal will against the will of the 
majority of his people, and the people, through 
their constitutional representatives, seem com- 
pelled to yield. 

Skouloudis, who succeeds Zaimis as Premier, is 
not a member of the majority. He is the King’s 
man, and will do the King’s bidding. At any time 
Venizelos can cause the overthrow of Skouloudis, 
as he has caused the overthrow of Gounaris and 
Zaimis, but he cannot compel the King to call a 
Premier from the majority party. To overthrow 
a succession of minority premiers would be a 
profitless exercise. | 

The greatest statesman of Greece is apparently 
helpless. The man who is frequently rated as the 
shrewdest and ablest politician of Europe, and who 
is backed by a substantial majority of his fellow 
citizens, is checkmated by one obscure royal per- 
son. Constantine, though he is playing with fire, 
is amply proving that a King may yet be a King. 

Venizelos is doubtless too patriotic to counte- 
nance a revolution. In such a test of strength 
there would be certainty of Constantine’s down- 
fall, but the results would be disastrous to Greece. 
Greek greatness is the aim of Venizelos, and he 
will not advance either his personal ambition or 
his political faith at the expense of his country. 
He may find some other way to nullify the royal 
veto, but his task is of great and increasing diffi- 
culty. 


VENIZELOS MAY TRIUMPH. 

Philadelphia Inquirer: Developments at 
Athens have justified the view adopted by the 
Inquirer that the ministerial crisis resulting from 
the enforced resignation of Premier Zaimis would 
not materially affect the international situation, or 
lead to any immediate departure from Greece’s at- 
titude of benevolent neutrality. 

It was evident that the defeat of the Zaimis 
Government was due rather to accident than to 
design. There is nothing to show that it had been 
Celiberately planned and the circumstances in 
which it occurred seem to preclude such a suppo- 
sition. According to all the information the re- 
ports have furnished, the Minister for War, act- 
ing upon a momentary impulse, made a remark 
which might be construed as reflecting upon or 
as being disrespectful to the Chamber. Former 
Premier Venizelos resented it, and when the apol- 
ogy which he demanded was refused by the of- 
fender the Government made the latter’s cause its 
own. 

Plainly enough, Venizelos himself was not in- 
clined to press the advantage he had gained. It 
was in his power to do so, as the majority which 
he controls in the Chamber would unquestionably 
have followed him in any course he thought prop- 
er to pursue, but Venizelos is a patriot as well as 
a statesman and he was creditably unwilling to 


complicate an already serious situation. He has 
accordingly acquisced in the formation of the new 
Ministry, whose organization has been announced, 
a Ministry which comprises all the members of its 
predecessor, with the exception of former Premier 
Zaimis himself, and it may expect to receive from 
him the passive support indispensable to its ex- 
istence. 


Yet Venizelos is only biding his time. When the 
hour strikes his aggressive and prescient leader- 
ship will not be in default. 


THE NEW CABINET. 

New cork Evening Post: The make-up of the 
new Greek Cabinet shows the monarch adopting 
the prudent course of holding fast to his own will, 
while maintaining constitutional forms. There is 
ncminally a new Premier; therefore the will of 
the Parliamentary majority has heen formally 
recognized.

The Minister of the Interior 
is Gounaris, who was Premier after the first fall 
of Venizelos early this year, and the man whom 
Venizelos has accused of having entered into se- 
cret relations with Bulgaria which enabled the 
latter to attack Servia without fear of Greek in- 
terference.~ If it comes to extremes, and King 
Constantine has shown that he is prepared to go 
far, there is no reason why new Cabinets could 
not go on being organized until every anti-Veni- 
zelos man in Parliament has had a chance to be 
Premier. Such gain as Venizelos has scored con- 
sists in the fact that the allies have been assured 
that there will be no sudden attack upon them 
from behind. 


A DANGEROUS SITUATION. 


Washington Times: It is too late for the 
Greeks to assist the allies in preventing the Servi- 
ans from being crushed, for Servia already is laid 
waste and weeps from her ruins. But there is still 
a chance for Greece to redeem her honor, which 
she lost when she violated her promise to go to 
Servia’s assistance, by throwing her strength with 
the allies against the onrush of the Austro-Ger- 
man-Bulgarian armies through the Balkans. If 
she sits supinely and permits the invaders to 
establish themselves in Balkania, there is danger 
that when the war is over she will find herself 
little more than an Austrian or German satrapy, 
with Bulgaria, her traditional enemy and neigh- 
bor, cherishing ambitious designs respecting Sa- 
loniki and other rich Greek territories. 

Venizelos, who has no interest except Greece, 
stands sentinel over his nation’s welfare. Wheth- 
er he will silently acquiesce in the usurpation of 
the state by the King; or call upon the protecting 
Powers, England, Russia and France, who gave 
Greece independence, to rid the nation of the dic- 
tator, is not yet known.

When Losses Begin to Tell. 

I call attention, in passing, to the 
recent comment of The New York 
Evening Post correspondent, who, 
writing under a Berlin date, but ob- 
viously after having left Germany, re- 
ported that he had studied the official 
lists for the week ending Oct. 1 and 
these showed a total of 62,000. On this 
basis the loss for a year would be 3,225,- 
000, and for 15 months 4,000,000 gross or 
2,400,000 net, again with no allowance 
for disabilities from iliness. Here, 
again, is slight but interesting corrobo- 
ration for the British estimate. 

We have seen that if the French es- 
timate its correct, the decline in Ger- 
man numbers has already begun. Tak- 
ing the British estimate, Germany will 
now have 3,750,000, less a number which 
must be allowed for those who will ul- 
timately recover and be available, but 
at any fixed time prior to that will not 
be available. Thus, when the war ends 
Germany will have several hundred 
thousand men, who a few months later 
would be available, but must otherwise 
count as a permanent loss. Allowing 
350,000 for these, which is an arbitrary 
figure, Germany had on Nov. 1, 3,400,000 
men available. Allowing a net loss of 6 
per cent a month, she will have on Jan. 
1 about 2,800,000, and on April 1, 2,300,- 
000, or a number. one-third smaller than 
the average size of her armies in the 
first year. Of course, if the French 
figures are taken, her army will be very 
much smaller. 


French Reserves Used Up. 

Now, on the same basis, what have 
the French losses been? France has av- 
eraged 2,000,000 in the field since the war 
began, rather less than more. By Nov. 
1 her permanent loss had been 1,300,000, 
and, allowing for the wounded who 
would ultimately be available, but not 
&t a fixed time, precisely as in the Ger- 
man case, she would have 2,000,000 avail- 
able. Her decline, then, has set in; 
henceforth her army will lose actually 
because her reserves are exhausted. On 
Jan. 1 she will have 1,360,000, applying 
the British rule. On April 1, the num- 
ber will be 1,550,000. 

But the French army will still have 
by its side in the west 1,000,000 Brit- 
ish, because the British had on Nov. 1 
not less than 2,500,000 troops available, 
and this would enable them to maintain 
an army of 1,000,000 in the west and 
500,000 in the east or at home and sup- 
ply all casualties. The Anglo-Frencl¥ 
force in the west would thus be on Aprii 
1, when the spring campaign might be 
expected to begin, over 2,500,000, or more 
than the whole German force left in ex- 
istence. 

As to Austria, the estimates are va- 
rious and highly involved. In the open- 
ing days of the war Austriai armies 
were routed and vast captures made. At 
Przemysl over 120,000 were taken. Aus- 
tria has lost since the war began up- 
ward of 1,000,000 prisoners. Her loss in 
the first year has been generally fixed 
at not less than 3,000,000, leaving her 
2,000,000 available. On Nov. 1 this num- 
ber would be 1,660,000; on April 1 1,200,000 
Thus, in the spring, Austria and Ger- 
many both together dispose of 3,500,000, 
accepting the British estimate; accord- 
ing to the French it would be little 
more than 2,000,000. 

Rusesia’s Inexhaustable Supply. 

In ‘the case of Russia, casualties are 
of less moment. Having at least 17,0/,- 
000 men, Russia used in the first year 
some 6,000,000, and lost, perhaps 3,500,000. 
Since then she has lost perhaps 750,000; 
but her problem is not to find men, but 
equipment. Thus her army may fall to 
1,000,000 jm times of defeat and disaster, 
but next spring she will have at least 
2,000,000 again, which is about the size 
that her field armies are fixed at on a 
war footing. 

As to Italy, the situation is quite the 
Rame, Italy has only put an army of 
760,000 in»the field and she can keep it 
at this figure for several years, having 
a reserve of 3,500,000. Combined, Russia 


‘Land Italy should- have 2.759,000 men on 


April 1, and behind them very grcat re- 
serves. This is to be set against the 
Austrian strength of 1,200,000 and no re- 
serves, just as the German 2,300,000 may 
be set against the Anglo-French forces 
2,560,000, behind which are considerable 
British reserves, both of troops already 
in hand and prospective enlistments, 

We have, then, according to this esti- 
mate for April 1, 5,250,000 for the quad- 
ruple alliance and 3,500,000 for the dual. 
In addition, Russia and Italy will have 
several millions of reserves each and 
Great Britain at least 1,000,000. 

The Butcher’s Bill. 

On April 1, accepting the conservative 
British estimate, Germany will have lost 
5,450,000 in killed, captured and perma- 
nently disabled; France 2,450,000; Austria 
3,800,000, Russia's losses will not be less 
than 6,000,400; Great Britain’s will pass 
1,250,000; Italy’s will be close to 750,000, 
But the essential fact to recognize is 
that the weaker alliance, so far as num- 
bers are concerned, will then be hope- 
lessly outnumbered in the field and des- 
titute of reserves, while the opposing al- 


Such troops as the Austro-Germans 
then have will, in the opinion of allied 
rts, be wholly insufficient, not mere- 


y 


tual exhaustion . of German man power 
next year. 
German Arguments. 


I have set forth the allied, case as it 
been made in many magazines and 


newspapers in France, Great Britain 
and Russia. I confess to having found 
no German answer, which meets the sit- 
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tee of absolute satisfaction, or meney 
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uation and disposes of the arguments | 
which are the foundation for the belief 
that Germany will be conquered by at- 
trition. But 1 should make it clear that 
not all allied observers accept these 
arguments and they are rejected in to- 
tality by all German writers and sym- 


pathizers, 
German experts insist that Germany 


Can put far more than one-tenth of her 
male population in the field, and point 
to figures showing at least 9,000,000 avail- 
able. But this includes those employed 
in munition works, on the railroads and 
in other trades, which must go on if 
the nation and the army are to live. 
If you grant that more Germans are 
available, then necessarily more French, 
Russians and Italians are availabie, and 
you merely postpone the inevitable. 

Again, Germans argue that the allies 
are at the end of their resources in 
money’ and that France and Russia are 
about ready to make peace. This is an 
open question, but certainly it does not 
affect the main question, that unless 
Germany succeeds in getting peace 
soon she will be beaten by mere attn- 
tion. 

As to the Balkans. 

The German excursion to the Balkans 
does not affect the main situation. Few 
Turks are likely to be brought to the 
western or eastern front. We have al- 
lowed in our estimate 500,000 British 
troops for this near eastern field, to- 
gether with the contributions of French 
and British colonies, which will be con- 
siderable and Servia remains with quite 
the same chance for guerrilla warfare 
that Spain used so fatally against Na- 
poleon, As for Bulgaria, her 300,000 
troops do not represent one month's cas- 


to conquer provinces, but to win peace, 
in my judgment. Had Constantinople 
fallen to the allies the moral effect 
woud have been terribly disastrous, 
and it would have raised allied hopes 
to the point where peace would have 
been next to impossible on any Ger- 
man terms. And Constantinople would 
have fallen if the road to the Golden 
Horn had not been opened for German 
ammunition. 

But to make her Balkan move Ger- 
many had to abandon her Russian cam- 


paign. To Servia she sent less than 
250,000, but this left her armies in Rus- 
too weak to make*progress or take 
the offensive, save in the Riga district. 
This is the best confirmation available 
for the French belief that German de-

CHRYSANTHEMUM SHOW DRAWS 
CROWDS TO SHAW’S GARDEN 


More Than 500 Varieties Shown in 
New Conservatory—Many Rare 
Orchids in Bloom. 

The chrysanthemum show at Shaw’s 
Garden has attracted thousands of vis- 
itors during the past two weeks and has 
been one of the best-attended floral dis- 
plays ever held in St. Louls. Sunday 
will be the beginning of the third week 
and the thousands of blossoms are now 
at their best and will continue through- 
out the month of November. The early 
blooming varieties are being replaced by 

the later blooming plants. 

It has been the aim of the manage- 
ment of the garden to have this sea- 
son’s show present the chrysanthemum 
as a potted plant for home decoration. 
The large majority of the plants are 
bearing many blossoms, instead of the 
commercial idea of a single blossom to 
a plant. All of the types and their 
modifications are represented in the 
chrysanthemum display and more than 
500 varieties are shown. In addition to 
the attractive chrysanthemum display, 
which is in the new conservatory, is the 
superb collection of orchids. There are 
now more than 23 varieties of these 
exotics in bloom and among them ts a 
superb yellow lady slipper from the 
Himalayas. The Missouri 
collection of orchids is now the largest 
in the United States and includes the 
greatest number of varieties. It is per- 
haps second only to the Kew Gardens of 
England. 

In the new banana pit, which is sur- 
rounded by a balcony in the new floral 
display house, are a collection of banana 
trees showing the development of the 
fruit from the blossom’ to the perfectly 
formed bananas. The arrangement of 
the pit affords visitors an opportunity 
of studying the banana trees more close-

in long rows at the end of the sheds, 
and it was enormous. 

When it is remembered that the 
Same work is being done in hundreds 
of other centers throughout the coun- 
try, in many on a much more exten- 
sive scale, the extent to which Great 
Britain is turning out munitions of 
war can be faintly understood.

Formerly cans of beer were regu- 
larly supplied to the men in the 
forges here as elsewhere, but under 
the war restrictions on drink they 
have to do the best they can on cof- 
fee or barley water. The practical 
result of this ordinance has been em- 
inently encouraging. The only men 
who suffer are those who have been 
heavy drinkers and looked for great 
part of their daily sustenance to 
stimulants. These in many cases have 
lost working energy, but fer the oth- 
ers temperance has enhanced their 
eapacity for work and noticeably im- 
proved their health. This war if it 
does nothing else will give a.tremen-~ 
dous impetus to temperance in these 
islands. 

The Vickers Works contain one of 
the largest forging sheds in the coun- 
try and it is now employed to its 
fullest capacity nighi and day. 
Another shed 1200 feet long is en- 
tirely devoted to brassfounding, its 
floor littered with gunmetal castings 
of all varieties and far all types of 
guns. 

These castings, especially for the 
heavy naval guns, howitzers and tor- 
pedo tubes, are of immense size and 
weight, and it was noticeable how 
clean and sharply defined were their 
mouldings even after the first treat- 
ment before they are trundled away} 
in railway trucks to the other shops 
to be finished. The outlay on brass 
castings alone must be colossal, and 
it is work of the utmost importance, 
demanding workmen of great skill in 
all its stages, from forging to fitting. 

Constructing Huge Guns, 

The heavy howitzer work being 
done is very impressive. There are 
special sheds devoted to this weapon. 
Naval guns of all sizes are being 
turned out as rapidly as human in- 
genuity can contrive. There was an 
imposing array of mammoth guns 
and one of the most interesting stages 
of their manufacture ts where they 
are “up-ended’’ over a well of oil in 
which they had immersed in the pro- 
cess of being annealed. Bearing in 
mind the weight of these guns and 
that they are over 50 feet in length, 
this operation is a severe trial of 
powerful cranes, but the fact is that 
the ease and certitute with which 
smammoth masses of steel are handled 
by modern engineering appliances is 
one of the greatest wonders of these 
establishments to the uninformed lay 
mind. 

Vickers, nent their multifarious ac- 
tivities, are busily engaged in turn- 
ing out the handy and destructive 
18-pounder field guns of the British 
artillery. This gun is the prototype 
of the famous French ‘75,” and as 
éach army has a preference for its 
own weapon, its value can be im- 
agined. 

I saw numbers of these guns in all 
stages, beautifully finished weapons 
whose breach mechanism is such a 
marvelous combination of strength, 
simplicity and effectiveness. The 
breeches, of course, demand the skill 
of expert fitters, and it is surprising 
with what rapidity and regularity 
they are completed. I am not per- 
mitted to give any definite indication 
of a week's output at the Vickers 
shops of these weapons. I saw rows 
and rows of them, and finally, in 
some of the great new shops, they 
stood in long lines mounted on their 
carriages, having passed every test, 
both of the workshop and the firing 
g:.Jund, and awaiting o.ily transport 
to their destination. 

Making Submarine Engines. 

Another development of the works is 
concerned with the assembling of tur- 
bine, reciprocating and submarine en- 
gines. Before being placed in position, 
whatever type of craft they are in- 
tended for, these are set up in pits and 
undergo a series of the most exhaustive 


utely examine all the working parts. If 
they fail to comply with the specifica- 
tions in any particular they have to be 
perfectly adjusted before they are 
passed for fitting on board ship. 

It has only been possible to give a 
glimpse at a few of the activities of 
Vickers’ yard. The company has five 
other establishments in different parts 
of the kingdom, on the same scale.

‘‘Babies’ Corner”’ 


The Rev. Reinhold Freche, for 2% 
years. a missionary in India for the 
Evangelical Lutheran Synod of Missouri, 
arrived in St. Louis yesterday and told 
a: Post-Dispatch reporter of his experi- 
ences in reaching the United States, in- 
cluding his three months’ stay as a Brit- 
ish prisoner of war in Hongkong. 

“Y was given permission by the British 
Indian authorities on May % to leave 
my station, Vaniyambadi, 127 miles west 
of Madras, for America,” he said. “Aft- 
er much red tape I reached Ceylon and 
in Colombo I witnessed a riot between 
the Singalese, who are Buddhists, and 
the Mohammedans. 

“The GSingalese, in celebrating a re- 
ligious holiday, had set fire to some of 
the houses of the Mohammedans, and 
British soldiers in automobiles rode 
through the crowds, shooting down the 
Singalese in an effort to quel! the riot. 

Had More Red Tape. 

“After more red tape I reached Ba- 
tavia via steamer, and had to appeal to 
the American Consul to proceed to Sin- 
gapore. From there I started for Shang- 
hai, but was taken off the ship at Hong- 
kong, July 4. Here my real troubles 
began. 

“The: Provost Marsha! doubted that I 
‘was a missionary, so I produced by ordi- 
nation papers. 

“ ‘ah,’ the Provost Marshal remarked 
when he_had looked them over, ‘so you 
are a missionary—we have no pastor in 
‘the detention camp, so you go there 
for a while.’” The Rev. Freche said he 
was then informed that he would be de- 
tained until the close of the war. 

i #‘The camp, three acres of flat ground 
inclosed by Barbed wire and guarded by 
sentinels, contained 3} bamboo huts 
which housed 300 men, of whom 8 were 
German soldiers,” he explained. ‘The 
cthers were merchants, professors, phy- 
sicians, journalists, island traders, 
agents and laborers. 

Could Purchase Food, 

“The food Well, it would keep one 
alive; it mainly consisted of bread, 
‘Butter and coffee, with meat possibly 
once a day. Those who had funds 
could purchase food from the can- 
teens. 

“All prisoners worked one hour and 
a ‘half each day in cleaning up the 
camp; this we did not mind from the 
physical standpoint, but felt humiliat- 
ed'to be forced to do coolies’ labor in

NEW YORK, Nov. 13.—Does New York 
give you due return for what she de- 
mands of you?

‘Ts New York,” he mused, “ the heart

No enterprise anywhere is so small— 
no crop in California or factory in Ala- 
bama, or jerkwater railroad up in the 
Northwest—that New York does not 
take toll of it in fractions of a cent. 
It is essential to America as no other 
city is to any other country. It holds, 
perhaps, six million people. Kansas and 
Nebraska put together .hold about as 
many. But if you bullt a wall around 
Kansas and Nebraska it would make 
no particular change in the lives of the 
people inside or outside. Subtract New 
York from America and it would have 
to recognize the nation. Even London 
is not so utterly essential to Wngland.

Chemistry—Dr. Richard Willstaet- 
ter, of the University of Berlin. 

Physice—Divided between Prof. 
William Henry Bragg of the Univer- 
sity of Leeds, and his son, W. I. 
Bragg of Cambridge University, for 
research in the structure of crystals 
by use of the Roentgen Rays. 

A Copenhagen dispatch to the Lon- 
don Daily Telegraph, Nov. 6, stated 
that the Swedish Govefnment hai 
decided on the recipients of some of 
the Nobel prizes, naming Thomas A. 
Edison and Nikola Tesla to divide 
the prige tn physics, while Prof. 
Theodore Svedberg was to receive 
the prize in chemistry. 

A Reuter’s dispatch from Stock- 
holm to London Friday, announced 
that the 1914 Nobel prize for chem- 
istry had been awarded to “Prof. 
Theodore William Richards of Har- 
vard University for fixing the atomic 
weights of chemical elements. The

HE following letter from Mrs. EH. 8. Douglas of Paris, France, sister 
of Stanley Stoner, a St. Louis lawyer, and herself a former St. 
Louisan, gives additional experiences she has had as one of the 

American women in charge of the American Hospital, 


or American 
It will be recalled that.a group of 


wealthy American women took over the uncompleted Pasteur Hospital 
at the beginning of the war and fitted it up for the reception of war 
victims. She has written, several letters that have appeared in the Post- 
Dispatch and this one was sent just after the recent great French drive 


in Champagne.

PARIS, Oct. 27. 

EVER since the opening of the 

N hospital at the beginning of the 
war have we had such busy 

times at the American Ambulance as 
during the last two weeks. The or- 
der came one day from headquarters 
to discharge every man who was able 
to sit up. This meant we all knew 
that big things were happening at 
the front. 

Within two days 300 convalescent 
men, and many who had. hardly 
reached that stage, were sent off— 
men who had been with us for weeks 
and who we felt were our friends. A 
humber of them had been able to 
help with certain kinds of light work. 
One with a leg gone marked linen in 
the linen room. Several others who 
could walk and carry baskets came to 
our bandage room each morning at 
10 o’clock for packages of surgical 
dressings to be distributed in the 
wards. Their military salute with 
“Bonjour, Mesdames,” had become a 
part of the day’s program. 

Suddenly all this was changed, 
nurses had come for their own 
dressings for not a man who could 
“sit up” was left, and how they 
hated to leave. One man, a Belgian 
who had had his leg amputated only 
two weks before and who had been 
so reduced that transfusion of blood 
had been resorted to had been sitting 
up that afternoon for the first time. 
When he heard of the order, down he 
got under the sheets as far ag pos- 
sible and fairly hugged the bed go 
afraid was he that he would be sent 
off, but his case was passed over and 
he was allowed to stay. 

When the new wounded began to ar- 
rive they came thick and fast, over 300 
in three days, and such wounds and such 
stories! 

St. Louis Surgeong Leading in Work. 

Our field ambulance men had been on 
duty. for the three days and nights, 
with no rest. And the doctors just ar- 
riving were plunged into a work they 
had never before experienced. Dr. Mal- 
vern Clopton of St. Louis was one of 
them, 
from the beginning and his responsible 
work ‘places him among the first sur- 
geons of the ambulance. Dr. Nathaniel 
Allison has just finished his three 
months’ term of work. He has just re- 
turned to St. Louis.. 1n speaking of the 
ambulance as being one of the greatest 
military hospitals the world has ever 
known, Dr. Allison said: 

“I will go further than that—it is the 
greatest military hospital the world has 
ever known and three months’ experi- 
ence in it is worth more than any three 
years’ ordinary practice at home.” 

The other St. Louisans go on with 
their regular and responsible work, Dr. 
John Terry receiving the donations and 
making all the purohases for the hos- 
pital and Dr. J. Cowan Hurlburt, who 
has been with one of the motor ambu- 
lances for months, supervising the car- 
rying of the dead and dying soldiers 
from the battlefields. 

Among the latest wounded to be 
brought in are some of the worst cases 
we have had, ghastly as they have 
been from the first. As two orderlies 
were carrying in one man, his entire 
face blown off except the left eye and 
tongue, the nurse said: “Is this a case 
for the surgeon or dentist?’ One of 
the orderlies replied: ‘‘Let us hope it is 
a case for the undertaker.”’ 

We are apt to think of dentists as 
surgeons for the teeth only, but at the 
American hospital whole jaws are made 
over, chins extended and such wonder- 
ful transformations take place that it is 
not surprising that the nurse asks under 
whose treatment this man would be 
placed, although his face was almost lit- 
erally gone. 

Looking over the classified cases @ 
short time ago I saw that out of over 
50y there were 23 with head wounds. 
Many of them owe their presentable ap- 
pearance to the dental department 
alone. 

Home Lost and Son Killed. 

With the last to be brought in was 
one poor fellow whose case seemed 
hopeless from the beginning, so word 
was sent to his old parents who live in 
one of the northern and frequently 
bombarded towns. Before the war they 
had owned their own farm, for which 
they had paid 20,000 francs ($4000). They 
lived in comfort and peace with their 
son, their only child, all working the 
farm together. Then came the war; the 
son was obliged to go. Their house was 
in ruins and the farm a battlefield al- 
most before they knew it. They re- 
mained in the village seeking shelter in 
cellars not knowing where to go. When 


‘word reached them from our ambu- 


lance that the son was seriously wound- 
ed, the father was ill, so the mother (67 
years old) came alone, her first visit to 
Paris. 

She arrived at the noaptial just 70 
minutes before her. boy died. She had 
eaten nothing; she had no money. The 
hext day, when she took her position 
behind the hearse to follow it to the 
cemetery, where a corner is reserved 
for all who die at the ambulance, a 
more pathetic figure could hardly be 
imagined: old, bent and poor and all 
alcne. She looked about at the nurses 
and hospital staff who usually collect 
to see the numerous funerals start off, 
so beseechingly that two of our band- 
sge room. women hurriedly excused 
themselves from work, and with one on 
each side of her the little old woman 
walked away. 

Occasionally though, even these fre- 
quent scenes of death and sorrow are 


relieved by humor. One time a dying | 
nian’s parents, stolid Brittany peasants, |

easy; then said it would be impossible 
t» wait a few hours; they were obliged 
to get back home as quickly as they 
could. Asked why, they explained that 
their most valuable pig was sick and 
would.surely die if they were not there 
to attend to it. 
Artificial Legs a Levity Topic. 

These people accept death differently 
just as the soldiers do their being dis- 
abled for life, some are disconsoiate, 
others wonderfully calm and philosophi- 
cal. I happened to be passing a group 
of legless men on the terrace one day 
and became much interested in their 
discussion of the merits of different 
niakes Of artificial limbs. One, an En- 
glishman, was determined to have a 
leather leg, and was enthusiastic over 
its advantages. A Scotchman who had 
just purchased another kind was ex- 
tolling that particular manufacture and 
assured me when he put it on, “‘t 
walked by itself."" One young fellow, 
the last one of the oldest families in 
France, was desole (inconsolable) at 
first and said he could never face life 
with a leg gone, but the agent visited 
him, an American, himself with but 
one leg, representing an American firm, 
and so remarkable were the things he 
made the false leg do, even to dancing 
and skating, that he left the boy quite 
cheerful. 

Another soldier, a peasant this time, 
r.ad lost both feet and so succesaful 
were the new ones that he was able to 
walk without a crutch or cane. When 
he first looked at them after they were 
adjusted he exclaimed: ‘“I didn’t have 
such elegant feet before, they were big 
and ugly; these are small and neat.” 

This is almost equal to the English- 
man who had both feet amputated. He 
used his new extremifies so dextrously 
that he has several times recently been 
invited by recruiting Sergeants in the 
Strand to join the army. The Ser- 
geants look somewhat astonished when 
he tells them he has already ‘‘done his 
tit in France.”’ 

Among the Paris taxicab drivers are 
several who wear the war cross and 
one, Victor Goubard, has the Military 
Medal as well. He has been supplied 
with an artificial left arm to replace the 
one he lost and is thus enabled to take 
up his old occupation of ‘taxdriving. 
All this says much for modern surgical 
appliances. 

Made New Elbow for a Man. 

Just before Dr. Allison returned to St. 
Louis he asked me one day to go 
through the Amer®tan ambulance wards 


with him to see the patients who were 
under his special care, and to see the 


kind of work he was doing. That he had 
{nspired confidence in the men there was 
no doubt, and the looks of gratitude 
which they gave him must have amply 


repaid him for his time and trouble. One 
of the patients had had his elbow shot

Military Writer Says Servians Could Withstand 
Attacks From North Were It Not for Bul- 
garian Invasion From East. P

The Servian situation is one geograph- 
ically simple enough and to be seized as 
a whole with comparatively few points 
upon the map, 

The military objective in the cam- 


| paign is not the destruction of the Ser- 


vian army, as it would be in a war of 
which this was the main theater, but 
the occupation of the northeastern cor- 
ner of the Servian state. 

If the Teutons can surround and de- 


any case, and even if we had not the 
proof before us it would be clear from 
a mere consideration of numbers that 
the incorporation of doubtful material 
would already have begun. 

Such material need not be present in 
any great proportion to have a@ con- 
siderable effect upon the value of @ 
whole body. And though one must not 
exaggerate this element in the situation. 
it is important to grasp it because it is 
clearly affecting the campaign in every 
field, not only here in the Balkans but 
on those two main fronts in Russia and 
France, where alone the great war can 
be decided.

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stroy the Servian fighting forces, 50 
much the better for them. But if they 
no more than clear the northeastern 
corner of Servia and thus seize the rail- 
way, road and river communication 
with Bulgaria, and therefore with Tur- 
key in Europe and Constantinople, they 
will have achieved their purpose, be- 
cause that purpose is mainly political. 

The invader cannot hope for a deci- 
sion in this field. He is fighting in it 
with little more than five per cent of 
i his effectiveness in the field. He ex- 
pects from the occupation of the rail- 
way and the river and from the pos- 
session of a complete avenue of com- 
munication right through to the Bos- 
phorous, to produce upon this country, 
especially, so strong an effect that either 
there will be at least confusion in the 
directing powers of Great Britain; bet- 
ter still, disaffection between the gov-! 
ernments, the governed, afid, best of 
all (for him), if it be possible, the 
growth of varying objectives and cor- 
responding -disagreements between the 
allies. 

Military Objects of Teuton Invasion. 

He further hopes for this military re- 
sult from his action—the diversion of 
forces for the Balkans which may re- 
lieve the growing pressure upon him 
in the west. This latter point may 
easily be exaggerated. 

Ten per cent or less of the forces 
available against him in the west 
would be sufficient to render his po- 
sition in the Balkans permanently 
unstable. It is perfectly obvious to 
the most superficial. student of mili- 
tary affairs that the railway route, 
at least, would never be secur® so 
long as a considerable undefeated 
army lay upon its flank. 

With the little Servian forces his 
immense numerical superiority (more 
than two to one), would enable him 
to deal And he could keep them per- 
manently off the line of communtf- 
| cations to Constantinople. But the 


With the Bulgarian forces it is 
very different. 

You have here not only an army 
admirably organized and suffering 
only from a certain lack of heavy 
munitionment which it can now in- 
crease by the Danube route, Dut also 
hora fresh for its task with two years 
of the younger contingents incor- 
porated and trained. 

And it is true to say that so far 
as this theater of operations is con- 
cerned, the backBone of the Balkan 
War is the Bulgarian army, not the 
mixed forces which Austria and Ger- 
many have been able to send forward. 

There is one further point which 
the reader must grasp if he is to 
understand the future of the cam- 
paign in Servia. That tangle of 
mountains which forms the State, 
once one has got a few days march 
south of the Danube, suffers from 
extremely bad communications, 

The railways folfléw the river val- 
ley, the torrents and deep trenches 
between the hills. The only roads of 
any sort useful for the munitionment 
of a great army accompany those 
railways and are to be found no- 
where else save in a few exceptions. 

It is by one such road that the 
Bulgarians have come with the larg- 
est of their columns over mountains 
from Kustendil throug Egri Palanka 
yto Kumanova, and so to Uskup. 


There is another from the Danube 
lowlands and Valjevo southward across 
the Malien ridge, and there are one or 
two more such in the’ mass of moun- 
tains. 

But they are very rare.

What he is gambling on is the nec- 
essary tardiness with which such re- 
inforcements can arrive. Before they 
shall have developed any strength he 
reckons on having the mastery over 
the Near East, on having brought up 
perhaps a certain number of newly- 
equipped Turkish forces (they cannot 
be very large), and on the possible 
intefvention upon his side of the Bal- @:)

Fighting in Monntains. i’ 

The northeastern corner of the i 
State, with its main railway line, is| Hii f May’ 3 
practically gone. The Danube corner i Hi 
is already gone, and the invaders are HTL 
henceforth free to communicate by | 
water with the Bulgarians and so 
with Constantinople. 

There remains with the further de- 
laying of the invader in the north one 
factor alone, the importance of which 
will appear in the near future, though 
in what degree only that future can 
tell. This factor is the factor of the 
mountain fighting. 

The points the invader has already 
reached roughly correspond to the 
points he reached last December be- 
fore his signal defeat on the slopes 
leading up to the Mallien ridge, just 
south of Valijevo. 

Now,’ in that mountain country, 
with winter coming on, the Servian 
forces would have a very great ad- 
vantage Were they fighting the Aus- 
trq-Germans alone. They might hold 
up the comparatively weak invasion 
and they might check it until the 
weather In the highlands had made 
further progress impossible. 

But with the Bugarian forces from 
the east close to and now across their 
principal line of supply and such forces 
in larger numbers by far than the whole 
of their own forces, the power of the 
Servians to hold the northeastern cor- 
ner of the state is gone. 

Meanwhile we should do well to note 
the character of the northern invading 
force, for it instructs us not a little 
upon the quality of the Teutons’ new 
levies. 

It is perfectly clear from the nature 
of the advance that it has relied en- 
tirely upon heavy artillery. The Ser- 
vians having nothing worth speaking 
of wherewith to meet guns of large 
caliber, those guns act in complete 
safety and can prepare a position at 
will. 

They can be brought up at the rate 
of several miles a day, their ammuni- 
tion follows them, and if the infantry 
which is launched when they have done 
their work were of the same quality as 
the troops that marched through Ga- 
licia last June (supported by exactly the 
same sort of preponderance in heavy 
guns and their munitionment) the Aus-

St. Louisans Co-operate With 
Representatives From Kansas 
City to Reconstruct ‘Old Trail.” 


A definite start towari the con- 
struction of a permanent rock road 
between St. Louis and Kansas City 
was made yesterday when the Busi- 
ness Men’s League agreed to employ 
and pay the expenses of an expert to 
organize a road building compaign 
in every community between St. 
Louis and Boonville. Kansas City 
has agreed to bring about the con- 


west. 
The road to be constructed is the 


Old Trails road, which is 303 miles 
long. One-third of the road already 
has been rocked. The road passes 
through St. Charles, Warrenton, Ful- 
ton, Columbia, Glasgow, Lexington 
ani Independence. If it is completed 
an automobile trip may be made 
from St. Louis to Kansas City in one 
day. 
Committees Discuss Plans. 

The Good Roads Committee of the 
Business Men’s League met a Kansas 
City committee yesterday, and plans 
for the completion of the road were 
discussed. E. E. Peake, secretary of 
the Kansas City Motor Car Dealers’ 
Association, said the campaign for 
the completion of the road to Cooper 
County already has been organized 
by the Kansas City boosters, a bond 
issue of $55,000 having been voted to 
complete a lap of the foad in Lafay- 
ette County, and bond issue elections 
called in the other counties. 

The plan of campaign provides for 
the organization of the residents in 
each county to raise by bond issue, 
or otherwise, a sum of money suffi- 
cient to build the road through the 
county. 

After the people of the ‘different 
counties have raised their money, 
St. Louis and Kansas City will fur- 
nish whatever money 
cémplete the road. Peake said that 
the road would cost approximately 
$5000 a mile, and that the deficiency, 
after the counties have taken action, 
would not be more than $500 a mile, 
Or about $150,000, to be furnished by 
St. Louis and Kansas City. 

Will Cost $1,000,000, 

The total cost of building the -200 
miles of unfinished road will be about 
$1,000,000. Peake declared that as 
soon as it was announced that the 
permanent road had been completed 
entirely across the State, there would 
be at least 250,000 automobiles cross- 
ing the State the first year, and that 
it had been ascertained that these 
tourists would spend $25,000 a mile 
for each mile of the road. St. Louls 
would derive $5,000,000 in benefits 
from the road the first year, he said. 

“The thing to do is to show the 
farmers where they will be benefited 
by this highway,’ Peake said. “As 
soon as they understand what it 
means for them, they will be eager to 
raise the money. The vast amount 
of money that would be brought into 
the State, would be spent with hotels 
and for other supplies, and the farm- 


ers would furnish the food, and what- 


ever else was needed. It will be a 
great thing for every county through 
which the road runs. 

Will Bring Visitors. 

“You will find people coming into 
St. Louis with their automobiles from 
points 75 to 150 miles away. Coun- 
try people will drive in from a dis- 
tance of 75 miles to attend your the- 
aters.”’ 

“Yes, and bring enough eggs every 
trip to pay their expenses,’ Chairman 
Stockton added. 

“What you need,” continued Peake, 
“is to have plenty of publicity, Get 
your newspapers to support this 
movement. Have full reports writ- 
ten of every meeting held in the in- 
terest of this road. That will arouse 
the interest of the people, and stimu- 
late them to wdrk. 

“In the western end of the State 
we have impressed upon the people 
that Kansas City will help, but not 
until after each county has under- 
taken to do its part.’ 

Government to Help. 

Peake explained that the United 
States Government would furnish en- 
gineers and surveyors to make sur- 
veys and estimates of the cost of the 
road. , The only expense to the differ- 
ent counties is the transportation 
charges of the surveyors while they 
are actually in the counties. The ex- 
perts are sent upon application of 
the county courts. 

A Government expert has just com- 
pleted a survey of all the roads of 
Saline County, and the County Court is 
preparing to call an election to vote on 
a bond issue of $1,000,000 for rocking ev- 
ery road in the county, according to 
Peake. 

Peake declared that Missouri _ has 
wasted $15,000,000 since 1912 draging dirt 
roads, which are just as bad today as 
they were before the money was ex- 
pended upon them. Kansas, he said, 


jihad wasted $35,000,000. A small part of 


the money wasted, used properly, would 
soon gridiron the state with permanent 
roads, he said. 
Advocates an Organization. 
By organizing the people as _ thor- 
oughly as the political parties, organize 


by having state, county, town, township 
and precinct organizations, Peake said 
that it would be an easy matter to get 
rock roads built all over the state, 

Chairman Stockton said that St. Louis 
was eager to do its part. toward the 
construction of the great  trans-state 
highway. I would start the organiza- 
tion and educational campaign just as 
soon as it could find the right man to 
de the work, he said.

Charges for Grain and Live- 
stock Shipments Readjust- 
ed—100 Pounds Instead of 
Carloads Made Unit. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Pest. 
Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 13.—An in- 


crease in passenger fares from 2 to 2% 
cents a mile and an increase in freight 
rates of approximately 6 per cent, to go 
into effect Jan. 1, next, and run for a 
year, were granted to the railroads of 


Missouri in an order issued by the Pub- 
lic Service Commission today. 

The order increases passenger rates 
for a single line haul from 2 cents a 
mile, the maximum rate under the law, 
to 2% cents, and for round trips to 2% 
cents, and directs the issuance of 500- 
mile and 1000-mile books at 2 cents a 
mile. The railroads asked for a general 
increase to 3 cents a mile. Baggage rates 
j are also increased about 6 per cent. 

Baggage Regulations, 

The order provides that each full fare 
Passenger shall be entitled to have 150 
pounds of baggage carried free and each 
half-fare ticket passenger 75 pounds free. 
The commission finds that the rate on 
excess baggage should be 15 per cent of 
the 2%-cent fare, as testimony indicated 
that at the present time a person could 
obtain a ticket and ship merchandise as 
baggage, where the total weight of such 
merchandise was in excess of 1200 
pounds, at a/lower total charge, even if 
he destroyed his passenger ticket, than 
the same merehandise could be shipped 
by freight. 

In fiew of the fact that no advance is 
made in the 500 and 1000 mile coupon tick- 
ets, that the round-tripe rate is reduced 
and that the carriers are ordered to drop 
fractions of a mile less than one-half, 
it is the opinion that the advance for a 
year’s business will approximate 5 per 
cent. 

In handing down the opinion, the Com- 
mission issued a statement itn which the 
passenger increase is explained as fol- 
lows: 

“The Commission finds from the testi- 
mony that a minimum passenger rate 
of 2 cents per mile does not give the 
carriers 2 cents per mile for cach mile a 
passenger is hauled because of the ne- 
cessity of the carriers to constantly 
meet each other’s short-line rates. 

Cites Losses in Traffic. , 

“The Commission finds that the reduc- 
tion in passenger rates from 3 cents a 
mile to 2 cents a mile was not offset by 
increase in traffic, as the following loss- 
es in revenue from passenger traffic for 
the 1914, as compared to the year 1913, 
indicates: — 

"St. Louis & San Francisco, decrease 
$94,688.22. 

“Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, 
crease $246,319.18. 

“Chicago & Alton, decrease $28,354.94. 

“Missouri, Kansas & Texas, de- 
crease, $60,655.56. 

“Missouri Pacific & Iron Mountain, 
decrease, $186,077.88. 

“Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific, 
decrease, $101,737.22.” 

The opinion was written by Com- 
missioners Kennish and Shaw and con- 
curred in by Chairman Atkinson and 
Commissioners McQuillan and Bean. 

The railroads asked for increases in 
freight rates ranging from 6 per cent 
to 200 per cent. 

Readjustment of Freight Rates. 

The commission refused to allow 
the freight. sthedules submitted by 
the roads, but increased some and re- 
duced others, resulting in a. total ad- 
vairee of all rates of approximately 5 
per cent. 

The Commission also readjusted the 
grain rates by providing a lower rate for 
corn than applies to whea* and also 
providing that the rate for grain should 
include transit arrangements, terminal 
allowances and the usual absorption of 
switehing chargés resulting in an ad- 
vance for all grain traffic moving under 
new rates of less than 5 per cent. 

The Commission found that Missouri 
— the only State in the Union provid- 
ing the same rate for horses, cattle, hogs 
and gheep and the order provides for a 
segregation of these rates and the ad- 
justment results in decreases in some 
classes, with increases in others.

Proposed New Main Entrance to Forest Park 
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CASCADES PLANNED FOR NEW 


LINDELL ENTRANCE 10 PARK

Commissioner Cunliff Projects Italian Colonnade 
and Pool With Fountain to Cost 
About $40,000. 


A cascade effect, designed to suggest 
the cascades at the Louisiana Purchase 


Exposition, is planned by Park Com- 
missioner Cunliff for the new artistic 
entrance to Forest Park at King’s high- 
way and Lindell boulevard. He made 
known the details of the new plan yes- 
terday, the general scheme of-which was 
publisiéd in the Post-Dispatch two 
weeks’ ago. ° 

The scheme, devised by Commissioner 
Cunliff, with the aid of Thomas P. Bar- 
nett, architect, ahd George E. Kessler, 
landscape architect, has been approved 
by the Board of Public Service, and! 
Comptroller Player has agreed.to rec- 
ommend appropriations aggregating $40,- 
000 in the next two years, to carry out 
the work. 

Instead of the familiar equestrian mon- 
ument of Frank P. Blair, the Cunliff 
scheme will display an Italian colonnade 
of white marble Corinthian columns, 30 
feet high and 200 feet in breadth, with 
cascade fountains at each end draining 
into an elliptical) lake of the same 
breadth, in which a fountain will spray 
upon ,white swans. 

To Cut Off Part of Drive. 

The present Grand Drive will be abol- 
ished for a depth of about 800 feet, and 
entrance for vehicles will be over @ 
circular road, 60 feet wide, extending 
from a point on King’s highway boule- 
from a point on i King’s ¢ high- 
way, opposite West Pine  boule- 
vard to a point on Lindell boulevard, 
about 700 feet west of King's highway. 

The Laclede Pavilian, now located 
just south of the point at which the 
marble colonnade is planned, will be 
moved 600 feet further south. It will 
be jacked up and placed upon rollers in 
the moving process, instead of being 
dismantled and reconstructed. 

Matured trees, of the maple and syc- 
amore species, will be transplanted 
from other sections of the park -to 
furnish a background for the architec- 
tural effect. Concrete walks for pe- 
destrians will extend from the ex- 
treme corner of the entrance through 
the colonnade. To the south of the 
Corinthian columns, green lawns will 
alternate with stretches of floral gar- 
dens, through which the concrete walks 
will lead to the park roads. 

Studied Problem Four Years. 

Commissioner Cunliff, in making pub- 
lic the plan to the reporters, said he 
has studied the problem for four years 
and believes that, with the aid of 
Messrs. Barnett and Kessler, he has 
evolved a park entrance arrangement 
that will surpass any in the United 
States in beauty and utility. 

The first plan of the Park Depart- 
ment, to obviate the lack of beauty 
and traffic congestion of the old Lin- 
dell Plaza, was a circular area around 
which all vehicles were required to 
travel. This was found te be lacking 
in beauty and proved a hindrance to 
traffic, rather than ag aid. 

Vehicles running against the circle 
impeded traffic as far north as the 
Racquet Club at times, and there has 
been a number of accidents since it was 
established, two years ago. Former 
Park Commissioner. Dwight F, Davis, 
realizing that the circle was impracti- 
cal, directed Cunliff, then his assist- 
ant, to plan‘ radical modifications, The 
present scheme is the outgrowth of 
Cunliff’s efforts. 

Will Make for Safety. 

The vehicle traffic not enly is pro- 
vided for in the new nt, but 
Commissioner Cunliff believes that the 
safety and convenience of pedestrians 
is adequately looked after. At every 
convenient ‘point. safety zones have 
been established, on which the pedes- 
trian may pause in crossing King’s 
highway, Lindell boulevard or the cir-

These safety stations are six feet broad 
and 12 feet long, at an elevation of six

) Commissioner Cunliff has an appro- 
Priation of $3000 in the present budget, 
with which he expects to construct the 
circular roadway and transplant streets 
to the Lindell entrance before next 
spring. The construction of the lake, 
and the moving of Laclede Pavilion, 
will be accomplished during the fiscal 
year commencing next April. The con- 
struction. of the colonnade is planned 
during the fiscal year of 1917-18, and the 
entrance will be completed by the spring 
of 1918, if not sooner. ° 

In connection With the plan Cunlifft 
said: 

“In the treatment of the architectural 
motifs for the entrance, the architects, 
working in connection with the Division 
of: Parks and Recreation, have adhered 
to. classic precedent in the development 
of the design and-have returned to the 
Italian school of art for the various mo- 
tifs employed in working out the pro- 
ect. 

“The plan is developed on the struct- 
ure of a fan, whose radial lines and ave- 
nues form beautiful vistas into the park. 

“At the apex of the fan is placed an 
elliptical lake, adorned with beautiful 
fountains. Immediately back ‘of this 
lake will be a classic Roman colonnade, 
after the school of Vincenz Scamozz!i, 
which will be mirrored in its waters. 
The colonnade consists of a row of 
Corinthian columns, resting on a stylob- 
ate course and approached by broad 
flights of steps. The colonnade termi- 
nates at both ends with monumenta! 
fountains. These fountains close the 
end of the radial vistas approaching the 
colonnade eastwardly from the park. 

Avenue for Pedestrians, 

‘West of the colonnade is a circular 
avenue for pedestrians, parked in the 
center and decorated on either side with 
marbles representing the Garden Dei- 
tles and recalling the days of Italian 
garden magic. 

‘The westward circular arc forms the 
grand driveway, which connects Lindell 
avenue with Pine. 

“The entrarice to the park from Lin- 
dell and Pine is flanked on either side 
with great stone pylons, which are con- 
nected by circtilar balustrades. In the 
center of the street, traffic is divided 
with a great column surmounted by a 
flaming bronze tripod lamp of Roman 
design.’’

Description of Visit te Front 

Among the aispatches apparently 
stopped by the English censor was a de- 
scription of my visit to the front with 
Gen. von Falkenhayn and my impre;-f 
sicns of the chief of the German gen- 
eral staff. 

Bennett of the New York Tribune as- 
serts that half of his dispatches from 
the west front were killed by the censor. 
The representative of one of the Amer- 
ican mews' agencies has stated that 13,-

from intrastate freight and passerger 
traffic to pay operating expenses and 
taxes, and in the year ended June 30, 
1914, five of them were in that condition. 

The roads contended that these 10 
carriers combined, owning 6300 miles of 
railroads in the State, earned on their 
intrastate freight and passenger traf- 
fic, after the payment of operating ex- 
penses and taxes, a sum sufficient to 
pay but 178 per cent return upon the 
value of the property devoted to intra- 
state traffic and that in the year ended 
June 30, 1914, this percentage was only 
21-1000 of 1 per cent. 

In neither of these years did any car- 
rier earn in excess of 6 per cent upon 


intrastate traffic, except the Burling- 
ton. All of the others earned only a 
nominal return or no return at all..

TELLS HOW U-BOAT 
SHELLED ANCONA 


Dr. Cecile Greil Says Bombard- 
ment Continued as Passen- 
gers Tried to Leave. 


SHELL KILLED HER MAID 


New’ York Woman Escaped by 
Leap Into Launch—Steamer 
Picked Up Boats. 


PARIS, Nov. 18.—Passengers aboard 
the Italian liner Ancona were compelled 
to seek safety in the boats when the 
steamer was under a cannonade from 
the Ausctrian submarine, according toa 
graphic story of sea tragedy told by Dr. 
Cecil L. Greil of New York to the Havas 
correspondent at Ferryville. 

The American woman escaped only 
through her ability as a gymnast. She 
tried vainly to find a place in two 
boats. She saved herself by dropping 
from the deck into a launch which al- 
ready was in the sea. Her maid was 
killed in their cabin by a shell. 

Dr, Greil’s story ‘ndicates that the 
torpedo which sent -he Ancona to the 
bottom was not fired until the steamer 
had been riddled by shots from the 
guns of the submarine. 

Two Cannon on U-Boat. 

“I was in the dining room of the first- 
class passengers,”’ Dr. Griel is quoted 
as saying, ‘chatting with some of the 
voyagers when we *eard the report of 
a cannon, There was great excitement 
on deck and men were running here and 
there. I asked the ship doctor what 
was happening, and he replied that he 
didn’t know. Then I went on deck my- 
self, 

“I saw through a slight fog a subm-.- 
rine about 100 yards distant. It was 
équipped witl two cannons forward 
and aft, which were being fired rapidly. 
1 went down to my cabin to get my pa- 
pers, and there found my maid, who 
pieaded with me to sa’e her. A cannon 
shot imterrupted our conversation, A 
shell entered the vessel through the port 
holes and killed my maid. I1 took my 
valise and small handbag containing 
my valuables, after slowly pulling .>n 
my hat and coat, and went up to the 
deck with a life-belt. 


“Boats were being lowered, all com- 
pletely filled. I sought to get into one 
of them, and was told that there was ne 
more room. I went to another, and re- 
ceived the same response. Then I 
crossed the deck, and saw a” launch 
afloat. This contained the. chief engi- 
neer, Carlo Lemberti, two doctors and 
other first-class passengers, some of the 
women and members ef the crew. I! 
asked Lemberti to be allowed to get in. 

“ ‘Come on,’ he said, at the same time 
grasping the side of the steamer to pre- 
vent the small boat from. moving off. 


“I gauged Well the height which sepa- |, 


rated me from the boat, and being weil 
trained in gymnastics didn’t hesitate 10 
let myself fall into the launch, landing 
at the place designated. 

Bombardment Continued, 

“During all this time the submarine 
had not ceased bombarding the Ancona, 
net paying the slightest attention to 
the women, children and men trying to 
get away. At this moment the subma- 
rine was very close to us. The fog 
iitted, and we could clearly distinguisn 
the Austrian flag, which was new. 

“The Ancona resisted the cannonade 
well. Many of the shots struck above 
the water lina, and the holes caused 
by others were too small to admit much 
water, as the sea was very calm. To 
finish the work the gdubmarine dis- 
charged a torpedo, and the vessel be- 
gan to sink. 

*““Some hours afterward we encoun- 
tered a heavily laden boat which was 
leaking. We took aboard five women 
and four children in order to lighten 
it. Lemberti then took it in tow, not 
permitting more passengers to crowd 
into our boats, 

“Temberti did his best to reassure 
the unfortunates under his charge, most 
of whom were in tears, telling them all 
would be well if they heeded his ad- 


vice. His energetic attitude prevented | 


a panic and finally brought about or- 
der. I did all I could to encourage the 
women and children, who continued 
their cries of grief. 


Steamer Comeg te Rescue, 
‘When the sun disappeared we saw 


a black spot on the horizon, and all the, 
survivors , became greatly excited. It |

First the wireless telegraphy ap- 
paratus was demolished and then the 
life boats were shot to pieces, a num- 
ber of passengers being killed or 
wounded. 

“Fifty shots at least were fired until 
the Ancona stopped. . 

“The submarine then hoisted the Aus- 
trian colors and her commander an- 
ncunce®@.that he would allow 10 minutes 
for all to quit the ship. The unsmashed 
boats at once were lowered and after 
the wounded had been placed in them 
the passeggers and crew followed. This 
was going on for half an hour when the 
submarine fired a torpedo which struck 
the Ancona on the bow. The ship sank 
gradually and disappeared beneath the 
waves at 2:30 p. m The submarine 
then steamed away. 

“Toward 6 o’clock tn the evening the 
mine layer Pluton, which had picked up 
the Ancona’s distress message, arrived 
on the scene. Most of the survivors 
thus were rescued close to the place 
where the steamer sank.” 


By Associated Press, 
VIENNA, via London, Nov, 13.—Nwo 


report has yet been recelved from the 
submarine which sank the Italian liner 
Ancona and it may be several days be- 
fore one is available. Meanwhile the 
Austrian War Office has no details re- 
garding the incident further than those 
contained in the Italian press. They 
point out that even these reports first 


admitted that the Ancona tried to 6s- 
cape and disregaraed the signal of the 
submarine. 

It is considered virtually out of the 
question that the submarine sank the 
liner without warning. If it proves to 
be the case that the Ancona tried to 
escape, the feeling appears to be that/- 
the United States will not consider itself 
called upon te make any move.

It was learned yesterday that United 
States Internal Revenue agents con- 
nected with the special agent’s office in 
St. Louls within the past few weeks 
have detected evasions of payments of 
Government revenue taxes amounting 
te more than $10,000 by 15 saloon keep- 
ers and one wholesale liquor dealer in 
St. Louis and East St. Leuis. 

Detailed information regarding the 
investigation was refused yesterday by 
Special Agent Smith, who said that un- 
til the men charged with evasions had 
had an opportunity to settle with the 
Government, the entire matter was 
confidenital. 

Nearly all the law vielations, it is 
said, are by saloon keepers whe are 
charged by revenue agents with hav- 
ing refilled bottles and casks of wine, 
whiskey and cordials without affixing 
the special revenue stamps required 
under the war tax law. 

Exempt While in Storereom, 

A saloon keeper or liquor dealer is 
not required to pit stamps on the bot- 
tles er casks until they are placed in 
his salesreom. As long as they are 
in the storeroom they are not sub- 
ject to the special tax. 

The evasions consist of selling liquors 
from the store room without paying the 
tax, or in refilling emptied stamped 
bottles with liquor on which the tax 
has not been paid. .In some instances, 
it is reported, stamps have been re- 
moved from emptied bottles and placed 
on filled - bottles. 

Under the Federal law a “person 
charged with evasion of the revenue 
tax law is not. immediately prosecuted. 
He is permitted to compromise by pay- 
ing the tax and such penalty as the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue de- 
cides. 

Agént Smith said that under the reg- 
ulations he could not make public de- 
tails of the cases until they had been 
passed en by the Commissioner.

All of 
the metal bodies of the Ford coupes 
“und limousines are assembled cn the 
fioor. The top floor is given over to 
stock and upholstery departments. The 
Commercial Auto Body Co. is specializ- 
ing in Ford commercial bodies and has 
just closed a contract with two eastern 
commercial car builders for a great 
number of truck bodies.

1008 miles was 27.25 miles per hour. 
The average gasoline consumption 
was 111-3 miles per gallon. Twelve 
quarts of lubricating oil were used. 

Throughout the test the car was 
not delayed five minutes on account of 
tire troubles. The car was equipped 
with Goodrich black tread 34x4 tires. 

The trip of the Studebaker in St. 
Louis was part of a systematic test 
which was made by over 100 Stude- 
baker dealers in various parts of the 
country. In some parts of the coun- 
try where the roads were better the 
Studebaker showed greater economy 
of gasoline and lubricating oil con- 
sumption. From the Detroit branch, 
Bob Jackson drove and maintained an 
average speed Wednesday of 41.2 
miles per hour for 251 miles, with no 
mechanical trouble.

For beauty of voice her rendition of 
thie song-drama would not be classed, 
say. with Gadski’s; but she had the 
excellent judgment to avoid the ven- 
triioguistic efforts with which many 
singers try to differentiate between the 
characters in the poem—the stolid fa- 
ther, the frightened child and the se- 
ductive king of t elves—and prop- 
erly left the task to the music itself. 

This good impression she heightened 
in an encore, a ‘“‘Cradle Song,’’ by Mc- 
Fayden, which, with one exception, 
troved the most melodious number of 
the program. The exception was Greig’s 
“The Swan,”’ of which she made a truly 
beautiful song. It appeared in a group 
of Scandinavian lyrics, in which, nat- 
urally, the Swedish singer was at her 
best. 

That Mme. Claussen has a store of 
dramutic and vocal power was proved 
in several numbers, notably in “Life 
and Death,” by Samuel Coleridge-Tay- 
kr. Her program was a big one, con- 
sisting of 19 numbers and three en- 


lcores, and including Elizabeth’s Prayer 


‘“‘Tannhauser”’ and the seguidilla 


‘“‘Carmen.” 
Disagrees With Accompanist. 

The singer, in addition to a depres- 
sion which she frankly confessed feel- 
ing over the smallness of the audience, 
was also in continual difficulties with 
her accompanist, Ernest Prang Stamm, 
musical director of the Liederkranz 
cherus. These seemed to arise from dif- 
ferences of opinion’ concerning tempo. 
Which was right and which wrong is 
mrobably a matter of individual taste, 
but Mme.

SAID TOBE INTAUT; 
RETREAT SKILLFUL 


Officers Tell of Remarkable Re- 
sistance to Germans and 
Bulgarians. 


Specini Cable te the Post-Dispatch 
umd the New York World, 


LONDON, Nov. 13.—The Daily Chron- 
icle correspondent, under date of Mon- 
astir, Nov. 8, via Saloniki, telegraphs 


that the Servian army remains intact 
and that in at least two places Bul- 
garian invasion has been stopped. 

“The Servian spirit is still unbroken,” 
he continues. ‘“‘Marshal Putnik is con- 
ducting the retreat with the highest 
military skill and nowhere have his op- 
ponents taken any great number of pris- 
oners. There has been no rounding up 
of Servian ferces, although both Bul- 
garians and Austrians have endeavorcd 
to their utmost ability on several points 
of the front to effect wholesale cap- 
tures. I do not, of course, mean to say 
that the Servian situation is not a very 
serious onc. It is serious and difficult, 
especially as to provisions. There is 
every need that succor be both speedy 
and in overwhelming stret.sth. 

“Still, a glance at the ma» shows the 
great imvortance of the preservation in- 
tact of the Servian forces which has 
been achieved by their leader. 
the pressure on the enemy in the south 
strengthens into an at.vance, the .: e-- 
vian army will soon be able to move 
forward again. The Bulgarian will then 
be placed in the position in which Ser- 
via now its with the addition of tre- 
mendous disadvantages. Their strength 
will be diminishing day wy day, and a 
serious attack will be developing in a 
most menacing fashion in their rear. 

“Servia can and will hold out,"’ is t.ie 
message brought from the north by of- 
ficers who have reached here. 

“One officer of my acquaintance tells 
me that he had a long talk with Mar- 
shal Putnik a few days ago, and he 
founu that veteran most hopeful as to 
the situation. Since I left the headquar- 
ters of the Shoumadia Division, that 
fine division, the old guard of Servia, 
has continued the most marvelous de- 
fe.isive. 

**Prisoners. who have been taken aéd- 
mit that even on the battlefields of 
Europe they experienced nothing of quit» 
such an extraordinary nature as the 
stubborn way in which the men of 
Morava slowed down the German ad- 
vance. Indeed, between Palanka and 
Kraguyevatz, that is, through the very 
heart of the Shoumadia region, where 
are the homes of the men of this divi- 
sion, it was not all a question of re- 
treat. ; 

“An officer who was at at the 
action of the Shoumadia men before 
Kraguyevatz described to me a brilliant 
little battle in which the Germans were 
once more made aware of the fightin: 
qualities of Col. Terzitch’'s men. On the 
hill before the town this division took 
up a good position. The Colonel, though 
the orders were for a continuous re- 
treat, knew the spirit of his men anid 
demanded that at least for once they 
should be allowed to tackle tne invade:. 
So the order was given to advance and 
attack. : 

“It was magnificent, my officer friend 
tells me, to see the light in the men’s 
eyes as they heard the welcome news 
that they were to be allowed tn come 
ic grips with their foe. IM gvas a day 


fof pouring rain and mist sweeping down 


in dense, enveloping shrouds from the 
mountains. Tlirough this cover the Mo- 
rava men advanced and almost before 
the foe was aware of their presence, the 
Servians. were in among the Germans 
with bayonet and bullet. Now, at last, 
they could see the enemy, who for so 
long had been sheltered behind numer- 
ous batteries of powerful artillery. Noth. 
ing now could hoid back the Servians. 
Germans Outnumbered Serbs. 

“Reinforcements were hurried up tle 
slope to aid the attacked force, Soon 
the Germans numbered two and one- 
half divisions against one weakened di- 
vision of Shoumadians. 

“For an hour the battle raged. sut 
from the very first the Servians were 
masters of the situation. Rush after 
rush of Germans stopped at the wail 
of their own dead. Some artillery came 
into action, byt quite in vain. Soon the 
Shoumadians had the foe on the run, 
tursuing them some distance. 

“The field was covered with many 
hundreds of the German dead and no 
fewer than “3000 prisoners wert taken 

“Artillery brought up by the Germans, 
ccnsisting of several ficld guns, to- 
gether with half a dozen machine guns, 
was captured. Then in much better 
heart the men of Morava continued a 
stubbornly slow retreat. It was a battle 
such as the Shoumadiah loves and in 
it he carried off all the honors with 
the dash and determination wiffch have 
made him famous throughout the Bal- 
kans. 

“But not alone on the extreme 
northern .front have the Servians 
been performing deeds of valor. Noth- 

z could have been finer than the 
way in which Katchanik Pass was de- 
fended by the Serbs in the face of the 
finitely superior numbers. This is 

‘Ye point at which the Bulgarian in- 
vasion reached its most westerly 
limit, and here it was that the wave 
broke against this inost stubbornly 
defended mountain. 
Bulgarians Surprised. 


“For days the enemy rolled attack 
after attack against the Serbs, for 
possession of the pass meant entry 
into Prisrent, and, by reaching the Al- 
Sanian frontier. the cutting of the 
Servian army definitely in two would 
be accomplished. 

“The Bulgarians suffered extremely 
heavy losses. Prisoners taken admit- 
ted they had never expected such re- 
sistance and the officers who have 
falien into the hands of the Servians 
aay the attacks have been so papel

het it is virtually certain they will 
not be renewed under present condi- 


| tions. 


“The Bulgarian force advancing on 
Tetovoe especially suffered. Only a 
few men, 1 have good authority for 
stating, were left out of two regi- 
ments, 

“In the south, as in the north and 
center, the Servians are scoring suc- 
cesses. The gallant little force which 
held Babuna Pass against a foe four 
times more numerous has every rea- 
son to be proud of its fine achieve- 

ent. 

It saved Prilep and Monastir. “There 
in great difference between the Monastir 
cf a week ago and the Monastir of to- 
day. Then -annon flashes on the hori- 
zon threw the people into a panic and 
something like one-half of the popula- 
tion left the town. Many of those who 
went away have returned, and relief is 
clearly evident. 

“After the evacuation of Veles, Oct. 
17, by the Servians, the invaders met 
with little opposition until they came 
to the mountain barrier of Babuna, he'd 
by 5000 Servians. The Bulgars begaz. 
the attack by a successful assault “n 
Isvor, and when that was accomplished 
the enemy had a position on the left 
bank of the Bauna river, while the 
Serbs clung te the right. At this time 
the Bulgarians were probably 15,0: 
strong, and another slight advance 
forced the Serbs, whose total force was 
no more than 6000 to retreat in the di- 
rection of Abdipassa Hahn. 

Positions Firmly Held. 

“The enemy then brought up rein- 
forcements amounting to 5000 men, and 
on Nov. 2 the drive toward Korstet on 
the right was attempted. The Serbs 
saw the move in good time and were 
quickly ready to meet it. 

“A desperate little action took place 
and the Bulgarians were driven back, 
leaving 250 dead on the field. As a con- 
sequence of this brilliant affair the er- 
emy was forced to fall back to Niko- 
cim. 

The Serbs were thus able to advance 
to the height of Kosjak and occupy the 
whole line of dominating mountains. 
That operation was completed tate on 
Thursday night, and Saturday, Sunday 
and Monday the Bulgarians showed no 
fight. On Saturday, it is stated, a por- 
tion of the Bulgarian. forces were seen 
to be in vetreat. 

‘“‘*Notiing,’ said an officer, who hau 
peen through all those anxious days and 
nights of watching and fighting, ‘can 
drive us out of our positions, except 
verhaps, the heaviest howitzers.’ ”

Law officers of the State Department 
accepted these affidavits as proof of 
American ownership of the Winnebago. 
The decision to request Great Britain 
not to molest the vessel Was then 
taken. ,

John Julius O’Fallon Jr. Had 


Thrilling Adventures in 
Big Animal Hunt. 


John Julius O’Falion Jr., 26 years old, 
gon of Mrs. W. 8. McChesney Jr., of 
44066 McPherson avenué, who, returned 
yesterday from a six weeks’ Bunt for 
big game in Alaska, gave to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter an interesting ac- 
count of his adventures. O'Fallon has 
been upon hunting expeditions in New- 
foundland, the Canadian Rocky Moun- 
tains, Texas and Colorado, but he said 
he: never saw such multitude of big 
game as upon his récent trip. He bagged 
two moose, three bears, a black, a 
brown and a grizzly, two mountain 
goats and a number of mountain sheep. 

“On the Kanai peninsula where I did 
most of my hunting,” he said, “I was, 
with one exception, as nearly as I could 
learn, the only white hunter. I do not 
know who the other was, but heard of 
him through the native Indians. The 
peninsula is about 800 miles long by 530 
miles broad. 

“Within two days I counted 77 moose, 
but two is all any one hunter is per- 
mitted to kill. Upon another two days 
I saw upward of 1500 mountain sheep. 


Bears are plentiful. As a general. rule 
they are found upon the mountains 
near the top of the timber belt, but dur- 
ing my trip they were numerous about 
the shore of Tustema Lake. 

“The hunting grounds are easily 
reached. I took a steamer from Seattle 
to Castelof, upon the peninsula, and 
from there went about 50 miles up the 
Castelof River in a canoe with three 
Indian guides. Then «we struck off 
across the country on foot. The weath- 
er is not severe at this time of the year. 
As a general rule, the thermometer did 
not fall much below the freezing point

and during the few days I crossed'te the 
Alaska peninsula, I struck a tempera~- 
ture of 11 below zero.” 

“O'Fallon said that he had taken 
about 300 snapshots of hunting scenes 
and game. In this connection he said 
that he met with his most lively ad- 


venture. 

“One of the guides,” he said, “had 
called up a big bull moose. This guide 
did his calling without the aid of the 
usual moose horn. The moose came 
through some trees. scarcely 7 feet 
away, but turned suddenly as I started 
to fire, so that my first bullet did not 
wound him seriously. Then .he turned 
and came teward us as if about to 
charge. Before firjng a second time, I 
picked up my camera and took a snap- 
shot which I do hope will turn out 
well. Then, as the moose started to 
charge, I killed him with the second 
bullet. 

“The goats I secured are beauties 
with long white, silky hair and fine 
horns. It is rather difficult work stalk- 
ing the goats, but on the whole, the 
mountaineus districts where I was hunt- 
ing are not as hard to penetrate as the 
Canadian mountains.”

MEETING IN CONFUSION 


St. Louisan Proposed to Show 
That Treatment Method of 
Californian Is Unscientific. 


A lively discussion between Ben Blew- 
ett, Superintendent of Schools, and Dr. 
Louis K. Guggenheim, in charge of the 
speech clinic at Washington University, 
took place yesterday morning at the 
Teachers’ College, just after 0. H. En- 
nis of Los Angeles, Cal., had conducted 
“ demonstration of a cure for stammer- 
ng. 

Dr. Guggenheim said he wished to 
demonstrate that the Ennis method was 
unscientific, and that treatment should 
not be confined to the mere phenom- 
enon of stammering, but should attack 
the psycho-neurosis, which, he said, 
causes stammering. Supt. Blewett did 
not care to hear this argument, or any- 
thing else, from Dr. Guggenheim, and 
told him to sit down. Dr. Guggenheim, 
who did not seem to understand that 
Blewett was in charge of the meeting, 
refused to sit down and Blewett said: 
“Then I will see that you do,” and 
started across the floor. The meeting 
ended in confusion. 

About 100 principals and teachers at- 
tended the meeting at the request of 
Supt. Blewett, who had invited Ennis 
to give an exhibition of his treatment 
for stammering, with a dozen public 
school pupils as subjects. Ennis, Supt. 
Blewett said afterward, has come here 
to seek employment in the schools and 
to give private treatment. Ennis closed 
his demonstration with a request that 
the principals and teachers send stam- 
merers, young or old, to his hotel for 
treatment. 

Refused to Read Instructor’s Letter. 

Dr. Guggenheim said he attended the 
meeting at the request of Prof. J. E. W. 
Wallin, in charge of the psycho-educa- 
tional department of the public schools, 
in order to judge of the work of Ennis, 
and offered to show Supt. Blewett Prof. 
Wallin’s letter, but Supt. Blewett re- 
fused to read it. 

Ennis explained to his class of stam- 
merers that there are three different 
vibrations in the formation of words, 
and that the difficulty with the stam- 
merers is that they leave out the start- 
ing point. Seven-eighths of the words 
in the English language, he said, start- 
ed in the throat, and all words were 
formed there, the mouth helping to ar- 
ticulate them. 

Breath was the power of utterance in 
the throat, he said, and mismanagement 

of breath caused stammering. The 
trouble with most stammerers, he said, 
ig that they try to talk with their stom- 
achs instead of with their throats. 

He put the pupils through exercises 
in enunciating words and sentences, and 
most of them repeated after him with 
little difficulty. It was obvious that En- 
nis, who has a strong personality, 
gained control of the wills of the pu- 
pils by looking straight in their eyes 
and commanding them in an imperative 
voice to repeat the words and phrases 
after him. 

Induced Crooking of the Knee. 

His control of one of the brightest 
boys in the class was so complete that 
when Ennis, in emphasizing a statement 
to him, crooked his knees, the boy re- 
sponded by crooking his knees. 

All stammerers, Ennis said, were sen- 
sitive, bashful and backward. Supt. 
Blewett wanted to know how it was, if 
«ll stammerers were backward, that this 
boy, only 14 years old, was in the High 
School. Blewett began questioning the 
boy about his school career. The boy, 
released from the control of Ennis, 
made stammering replies and the in- 
quiry was abandoned. 

With one of the boys Ennis had lit- 
tle success and, he said he would have 
to give him private treatment. After 
the demonstration Ennis told the teach- 
ers that many cases needed private 
treatment.

“For a habit which persists through the ages, in the | 
face of censre and ridicule, as woman’s talkativenese 
has, there is a reason. Generally it lies in the depths of = 
life, where critics doot always explore, May it not be . 
that woman's habit of chattering has @ reason?” 

It is only superficial observers, according to Miss Tarbell, who behold 
in women, in their immemorial role of chatterboxes, material for satire 
and ridicule. The ceaseless and tireless talk which guns so fluently and 
unconsciously from their pretty lips—to the despairing amazement of 
Mere Man, in comparison an inarticulate creature—is not, as it micht 
appear on the surface, a maddening stream of silly par but an in- 
strument of incalculable importance to civilization and the race. 

“The chief reason why talkativeness has persisted among women,’ 
the author proceeds to expound her views, “is that one of their cuiet 
obligations has always been teaching the child to talk. It could onlv be 
done by incessant repetition, going over and over the names of things 
unti) his ear caught the sound, and his tongue framed it.

that if it were not for the chattering of women, 
the shild would never learn to talk. It has 
been done with grace and wit by ome of the 
most brilliant French contemporary writers, 
Remy de Gourmont. He even gves so far as to 
@Geclare that this chattering of women is a 
more important literary service than the writ- 
ing of poems or philosophies. 


“There is no one, probably, who will deny 
that the first words a child attempts to speak 
are mere imitations of sounds—that they mean 
no more to him than sounds do to a parrot. 
When he begins to imitate there is always, or 
should be, a woman beside him, repeating, 
smiling, encouraging him. The play goes on, 
month in and month out. With infinite pa- 
tience she chatters to him until consciousness is aroused. Then rapidly 
his education goes on: Words are attached to objects; facts about objects 
are perceived; their form, their color, their odor, their relations to the 
little learner. The words for all these perceptions are slowly gathered in. 
Then the child learns to compare, to distinguish values, to remember not 
merely the sounds he learns, but the meaning of there sounds. His mind 
is opened to the world, and through a woman's chattering! 

“*When he leaves her hands at six or seven,’ says M.-de Gourmont, 
‘be if a man; that is, he talks; which is what makes a man. ‘The great 
intellectual work of women,’ he goes on, ‘is teaching language. The 
grammarians claim that ‘they do it, which is absurd. Children know 
how to talk Sefore they go to school. They already use all the forms of 
the verb; all the shades of syntax, easily and correctly. 

“Phe schoolmaster teaches them that a certain form which they 
use is the imperfect or the subjunctive, beat that is not teaching them 
language. Language is a function;sgrammar is 
the analysis of that function. It is as use.ess 
to know grammar in order to speak as it is to 
understand physiology in order to breathe with 
the lungs or walk with the legs. 

“"This power of lampuage the child gets 
from the woman. It is to her honor that later 
he will use it as a poet, novelist, philosopher 
or moralist, or, to use Nietzsche’s strong 
phrase, as a “creator of values.”’”

Miss Tarbell also pays her energetic respects to those advanced 
creatures who hold that the family is doomed; that the rigors of modern 
life are driving women into the shops and factories; that they are not 
marrying as freely as they formerly did; that they are bearing fewer 
children, and losing their taste for homemaking. 


Statistics of the United States Census, she asserts, prove that there 
has been a gain of nearly two per cent in the number of marriages of 
women in the last 20 years; that there has been an increase in the number 
of divorces of only one-tenth of one per cent in each of the two decades 
between 1890 and 1910; and that in the last decade the birthrate of the 
native white population has increared two per cent. 


A proportion of the small increase in the 
Timese: number of divorces, says the author, “is due 
catceeo—wem, tO a higher ideal of marriage, not a loss of 

ices Bese ee 7 faith in marriage; an unwillingness to see the 
relation prostituted by a dissolute, cruel or un- 
faithful partner, in which public opinion is cer- 
tainly back of the person, as in the main is 
the law.” 

As statistics show that nearly 87 per cent 
of American women of marriageable age do 
marry, Miss Tarbell urges that the uplifters 
pay more attention, in the way of providing in-

It appears in two forms, one of them 
comparatively harmless and the other 
quick and deadly.

It is hard to imagine any form of death more repul- 
sive than death from gangrene. It is literally a rotting 
away of the tissues until the final dissolution comes as 
a mercy. In the terrific bombardments of the opposing 
trenches in Eastern France, shrapnel wounds are the 
rule and bullet wounds the exception. Often the un- 
fortunate person hit is compelled to remain for hours, 
perhaps in a muddy ditch, and the seeds of the disease 
are liberally sown before he can be taken even to an 
emergency field hospital. 

All of the doctors in the military hospitals have 

been working feverishiy to find some sort of cure. At 
tg American hospital in Paris particularly research 
has been going on for many months. Dr. Kenneth 
Taylor of Minnesota had been working on a treatment 
rhich included injections of quinine hydrochloride.

seen. No yells or 
songs keep up the 
spirit, for they are 


stern, grim men, who 
have spent their lives 
on hill-country farms, 
earning a livelihood 
or even attaining to 
mild prosperity. The 
most of them came 
from the hills of Ten- 
nessee or Kentucky or 
states farther South. 
Some had epportun- 
ities to go to schoo. 
as children, but néglected them. Others had had no 
chance. Some could sign’ their names, more could not, 
and the insides of books were Greek to them all. 

Then a woman over in Kentucky conceived the Moon- 
light School idea. It is called the Moonlight School 
because many of the hill roads can be traversed at night 
only when the moon is shining, so the school sessions 
are held three weeks, then a week’s rest in the dark of 
the moon. 

When the Moonlight scheme was suggested to the 
Shady Grove School Directors, they approved it em- 
phatically. J. M. Seitz, who has taught school for 25 
years and who-has a rare gift of imparting his knowl- 
edge to learners, had been hired as teacher of the day 
school, and he undertook to teach the Moonlight School 
without additional pay, for the love of the worx. He 
sent for the proper books and set a night for the first 
session. 

The pupils came, and coal oil lamps illumed a strange 
scene. Some came afoot, some on horseback and some 
in wagons, bringing the wife and babies. There were 
three pallets on the feacher’s rostrum that night, and 
there. slept babies, white and red. 

To the schoolhouse that night came men who in the 
good old bad days led variegated lives, men who had 
moved to the “Nation” when it was the frontier, lively 
lads, now brown of skin and gray of hair; who ran away 
from home to be cowboys and range riders, white men, 
Indians and mixtures. In this country, there is no line 
of social distinction between white and Indians, but the 
line between these and even the least touch of negro 
b:ood is most sharply drawn. 


They came to get the schooling which adventitious 
youth had denied them. Here were the boys who, in the 
60s, ’70s and ’80s and '90s had spurned the schoolmaster 
and ali his works and had ridden into a far country, 
coming meekly back to the Pierian spring. The prod- 
igal come back by the light of the moon. 

They sat in the seats where their children and even 
grandchildren sat by day. Some of them were put in the 
chart class, others could start in the primer, and some, 
who read tolerably, plunged into the mysteries of arith- 
metic.

O movies really mean the actresses’ mil- 
lennium? So their advocates assure us, 
and point out that training is no longer 
necessary, that natural talent ‘s suffi- 
cient, opportunities are umimited and 
salaries almost excessive. They tell us 
that the nomadic life of the “legitimate” 
is gone, a regular work day substituted, with evenings 
at home, friends at hand, a settled, ordered existence. 

Is there any reverse side to the picture? Are there 
any necessary concomitants of the new life which make 
the favorite of the film occasionally sigh for the days 
when she starred on a stage? To be sure, she lacks 
bouquets and bonbons, the applause of an audience and 
the presence of friends. But are there any more seri- 
ous drawbacks? 

A recent experience of Miss Kathryn Baker, m mber 
of the Brinker-Croft Flinn Company, seemed te innicate 
an answer in the affirmative.

Theda Bara of the Fox Film Co., remembered sev- 
eral, generally involving a risk to health, if not to life 
and appearance. Anita Stewart dealt in more delicate 
material, violence to her feelings rather than to her 
physique. Ah agreed in the final analysis that dis- 
comfort and sometimes danger is involved in the dis- 
charge of their professional duties. Realism, seeming- 
ly, demands it. 

A fight is being staged between two workers in a 
cigarette factory, Carmen and Carlotta by name. They 
bandy words for a time, but it soon 
comes to blows. After the first bout, 
in which Carlotta contrives to raise 
a bruise on her opponent’s shoulder, 
matters go decidedly in favor of Car- 
men.
